Burin fome Conftitutions 
the tameeegree of Sorrow has a greater Influerice on 
the Nerves co diifipate the Animal Spirits, rhan on 
the Blood to occatton propertionable Supplies. But 
as our Bodies are not at @ll tunes alike affected, fo 
the fame Caute ma>,produce Different Effects in the 
very fame Perton ar Siffereny Tintes,

A. The former lays claim to the greater fhare in 
the heinoufnefs of guilt. Whatever aggravations 
Prodigality may be branded with,Covetou{nefs pre- 
fents us with Parallel Refemblances, befides the va- 
rious Deformities peculiar to it felf.

Prodigality is indeed a very fore Difeafe, but withal 
it is it's own Phyfician. The Penury it brings us to, 
is an ufeful Pill to correct ill humours of the Mind, 
to remove obftructions to fober reafoning, to tnake 
us willing with the Prodiga] in the Golpel, to arife 
and goto our Father. But He, who hides his Ta- 
lents in a Napkin, who robs, nor only his own, as 
does the Prodigal, bur alfo the Poor. the Publick of 
their due, is fo Rivered ro the Earth he doats on, fo 
Cenrer’d ro the thining Mafs, that nothing can dif- 
engage him from his other felf, but the unmerited 
Mercy of thar Erernal Being, from whom he has no 
reafon to expect the favour, while one of the Cove- 
tous whom God abhorreth.
